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DETAILED ACTION 

The receipt is acknowledged of applicants' IDS filed 01/24/2007, request for RCE 
filed 01/11/2007, and amendment filed 12/18/2006. 

Claims 7-40 have been canceled. 

Claims 1-6 are pending and included in the prosecution. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/11/2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The amendment made to the claims to recite that 
the collagen "is not heat-denatured or dried" has introduced new matter that is not 
supported by the specification as originally filed. Nowhere applicant has disclosed such 
a limitation. In accordance to MPEP 714.02, applicant should specifically point out to 
where in the disclosure a support for any amendment made to the claims can be found. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2 and 3 failed to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Claim 

1 limited the collagen into collagen type I and collagen type III, while dependent claims 

2 and 3 have broadened the scope of claim 1 to include collagen type I and other 
components other than collagen type III, and it is not clear to the examiner if these 
components are present along with collagen type I and type III, or replacing collagen 
type III. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6,596,304 ('304) in view of US 5,899,936 ('936). 

US '304 teaches collagen-based material to prevent post surgical adhesion 
comprising mixture of collagen I and III, and fibroblasts (abstract; col.4, lines 23-26; 
col.6, lines 3-7; coL8, lines 64-65; col.9, lines 18, 23-27; col. 10, lines 6-7). The collagen 
used is acid treated and processed, i.e. cellular (col.4, lines 27-28). 

Although US '304 teaches enzymatic treatment or heat treatment of collagen that 
will produce a cellular collagen, however, the reference does not explicitly teach the 
collagen is not heat denatured. 

US '936 teaches implantable matrices made of collagen that is decellularized and 
treated to kill the native cells to produce no adverse immune response and to exhibit 
limited propensity to calcify and little stimulation of thromboembolism (abstract; col.2, 
lines 45-50). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to provide film comprising collagen and fibroblast to prevent 
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post surgical adhesion as disclosed by US '304, and replace collagen by decellularized 
collagen as disclosed by US '936, motivated by the teaching of US '936 that 
decellularized collagen produces no adverse immune response and exhibits limited 
propensity to calcify and little stimulation of thromboembolism, with reasonable 
expectation of having film comprising decellularized collagen and fibroblast that promote 
wound healing without adhesion between the healing wound the adjacent tissues 
without providing any adverse immune response, calcification or thromboembolism.
